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County Defense Planners 
Meet, Take First Action 


Pint definite steps in county- 
wide planning for civilian defense 
were explained last night to the 
Joint 
Cities-Counties 
Planning 
Board at its regular bi-weekly meet­ 
ing at the headquarters in San 
Rafael. 
The board heard coordinators of 
five divisions explain the prelimin­ 
ary planning steps they have in­ 
instituted and have scheduled for 
future execution. 
Presiding last night was Col. Ar­ 
thur Bryce of Ross, who was con­ 
tinued as temporary chairman until 
all representatives have been ac­ 
credited and 
permanent 
officers 
are chosen. 
There were more than 25 accred­ 
ited representatives at the meeting 
last night, in contrast to the first 
meeting of the group two weeks ago 
when only five were accredited by 
the board of supervisors. 
The few remaining delegates, all 
from uninoorporated areas, would be 
aocrediteed soon, according to Col. 
Col Carl E. Engelhart, county civil 


defense coordinator. On this rec­ 
ommendation, the board voted to 
continue on a "pro tem basis until 
the supervisors had made the last 
of their appointments. 
This enabled the planning board 
to take official action, even though 
its membership Is not complete. In 
urging this action, Supervisor Wil­ 
liam Fusselman said, “This is not a 
debating society, but is a group 
planning for what we hope will never 
come to pass." 
First division coordinator to re­ 
port was Sheriff Walter B. Sellmer, 
who heads 
the law 
enforcement 
division 
lor 
the 
unincorporated 
areas in the county. 
Sheriff Sellmer said he had sent 
questionnaires to more 
than 
500 
special deputies all over the county, 
questioning them as to their avail­ 
ability in event of need and as to 
any special skills they may have. 
The 
sheriff 
has 
divided 
the 
county into nine districts for civil 
defense purposes. These districts 


are (uninoorporated areas only) San 
Rafael, Bolinas, Kentfield, Tiburon, 
Novato, Pt. Reyes, Tamalpais Val­ 
ley. San Geronimo and Marin City. 
A full time deputy sheriff is cm 
duty in each of these areas, Sellmer 
said, and will be in charge of emer­ 
gency police work in his area. 
Deputy Sheriff Jim Davley and 
Samuel LeCount, director of adult 
education at College of Marin, gave 
details of a program by which these 
500 special deputies would be train­ 
ed in law enforcement work. • 
Upon the questioning of James 
Tomlinson, coordinator from Straw­ 
berry, it was decided that Sheriff 
Sellmer was in charge, of law en­ 
forcement, and that area coordina 
tors should tell the sheriff 
how 
many deputies they think they will 
need and should work out their law 
enforcement problems with him.

No Firetommission 


For Marin Without 


County Fire District 


District Attorney Dick Sims clari­ 
fied the county’s legal position in 
appointment of a county fire com­ 
mission in a letter to the board of 
supervisors this morning. 
Sims pointed out that in order to 
irnt actual responsibility in the 
hands of such a commission, it 
would be necessary to jdablish a 
countywide fire district by a vote of 
the people. 
The supervisors could set up such 
a com mission, but it would act un­ 
der the board and be "just another 
step in the ladder of control." He 
called such a setup "cumbersome 
and inefficient.” 
The board referred the le+ter to 
the public welfare committee, head­ 
ed by Supervisor William Fussel­ 
man, which has charge of fire de­ 
partment matters. 
Puasebnan also suggested that this 
committee study the "amount of 
money illegally spent” by the coun­ 
ty fire department with a view to 
seeking "restitution " 
Questioned by other memoers of 
the board, Fusselman said he re­ 
ferred to money detailed In County 
Auditor Leon deLisle’s report on the 
department.

♦ Representatives to the J o i n t 
Cities-Counties Planning Board for 
Civil Defense in Marin county last 
night gave their unanimous vote of 
confidence to County Coordinator 
Carl Engelhart in using his discre­ 
tion in the handling of any letters 
from Joseph Q. Riznik of San An- 
sehno. 
The action of the board branded 
Riznik's letters as ."inconsequential, 
Irrelevant, and immaterial," and di­ 
rected Engelhart to disregard the 
letters if he saw fit. 
Col. Silas Richards delivered a ten 
minute statement to the civil de­ 
fense representatives detailing the 
history of Rizink’s seven letters to 
the civil defense organization, two 
letters directly to the Independent- 
Joumal, and a letter to the Marin 
county grand jury urging a probe 
of the county organization. 
Ool. Richards, commander of the 
Mill Valley civil defense corps, said 
the letters represented "irresponsible 
drivel." 
He also pointed out in­ 
stances where 
Riznik 
had made 
contradictory statements in criticiz­ 
ing the establishing of the Ban Ra­ 
fael office in an "out of the way" 
location in one letter and saying 
that it should not be located near 
such a "congested" area in another. 
"This kind of criticism plants 
fear, misunderstanding and hyste­ 
ria in the minds of people who 
don't understand the full tin pli­ 
cations of the charges,” Richards 
warned. 
"We ought to call his 
Muff and tell him we’re not go­ 
ing to pay any attention to him." 
Supervisor W i l l i a m Fusselman 
recalled that the board of super­ 
visors also has received letters from 
Riznik. "1 would suggest that tills 
group leave this matter to the regu­ 
lar constituted huthority," Fussel­ 
man said. "Any addition to the file 
will only make it better tor a speci­ 
fic purpose."

However, plans for operating 
a "quick car wash" in connection 
with the self-service station have 
been "indefinitely postponed." 
Lang, of Lang Construction Co., 
San Francisco, said postponement 
of the auto laundry project was due 
to lack of authorization by the Na­ 
tional Production * Administration. 
Plans for a super-market near the 
Sir Francis Drake Blvd. location, 
however, are still being considered, 
p r o v i d i n g NPA authorization Is 
granted. 
LITIGATION 
The car-washing service was to 
have been operated in conjunction 
with a self-service gas station, which 
is now the subject of litigation. The 
station was started, but since a San 
Anselmo ordinance made it illegal, 
Lang organized a referendum pe­ 
tition to change it. The San Anselmo 
city council declared the petition in­ 
valid and would not change the or­ 
dinance. Lang said he would take 
the matter to court to make the 
council accept the petition. 
Lang is on the receiving end of a 
lawsuit b r o u g h t by self-service 
operators who claim he violated a 
contract by not readying the sta­ 
tion for business.

and 43 below at Decorah, Ia.i only four degrees above the record 
low for the state.

1—A bill authorizing the state 
Fish and Game Commission to con­ 
duct a controlled hunt in the game 
refuge. 
2—Appropriation of funds to pay 
state hunters to hunt the area and 
km excess deer. 
* 3—Change the boundaries of the 
game refuge so that It will not be 
contiguous with pities or towns. 
“But facts also have been' pre­ 
sented to me,” McCarthy continued, 
“which indicate none of these three 


would be. the answer to the prob­ 
lem.“I also have a definite personal 
conviction that a hunt in the refuge 
would be very dangerous to human 
life. I wouldn’t want a single child 
or hiker or homemaker killed or in­ 
jured as a result of a bill I put Into 
the legislature. 
“I have made no definite decision 
on what to do about the hunt, so I 
would be extremely happy to have 
everyone’s opinions and reasons for 
them. Meanwhile I would suggest 
that people of the plagued area do 
what I did at my home in the Fair- 
hills district of San Rafael. We had 
deer over there eating our roses and 
tearing up the garden. I bought an 
Irish setter and we haven’t been 
bothered since.” 
McCarthy is serving on two in­ 
terim committees during the recess. 
He was “sort of surprised” to foe ap­ 
pointed to interim committee on re­ 
apportionment, but Introduced and 
sponsored the committee cm the 
Golden date Bridge. 
On reapportionment he 
no 


comment. “I don’t know enough 
about it yet to make any statement. 
What I do know is that it is going 
to be one of the major problems this 
session.” 
On the bridge he had plenty to 
say:“We have a fine committee of the 
men most vitally interested. We are 
interested in accomplishing a re­ 
duction in tolls for the general pub­ 
lic, for the commuter and for the 
transit firms. 
“We are going to study the 
feasibility of the Toll Bridge Au­ 
thority taking over the bridge or 
renting it; the legality of the state 
taking the bridge into the highway 
system for maintenance; review a 
complete synopsis of the authority 
for a $5,900,000 loan to the district 
for a Sausallto approach; all the 
bills already proposed, and all other 
aspects of the bridge possible in the 
ength of time allotted to us ” 
His comment must report within 
20 days after the legislature recon­ 
venes. “But,” he continued, “we art 
trying to expedite business se u to 


report as soon as possible. I hope 
we can report as soon as we go back 
into session.” 
Legislation already introduced in 
either the house or the senate will 
be used if the investigation finds it 
proper, the senator said. “However, 
if none of the bills already in are 
what we need, I have saved my two 
spot bills to get the proper legisla­ 
tion before the legislators.” He ex­ 
plained that each legislator is al­ 
lowed $wo spot bills after the recess. 
All bills, except emergency bills, are 
supposed to be Introduced before the 
February recess. After that, how­ 
ever, each legislator can introduce 
two more bills for consideration at 
this session. These are the spot 
bills. 
"We will use (Assemblyman Rich­ 
ard H.) McCollister’s bills If they do 
the job shown by our studies," Mc­ 
Carthy said. “I don’t care who in­ 
troduces the bills, Just so they get 
done what needs to be done.” 
The dispute between McCollister 
and himself war whether to have a 


joint committee or senate committee 
tS probe bridge affairs arose be­ 
cause of simultaneous introduction 
of bills into both houses, according 
to McCarthy.

“It wasn’t quite simultaneous 
either,” he declared. “Mine went in 
in the morning and McCollister’s 
wasn’t in until nearly noon.”

“Both McCollister and t attended 
meeting of the Marin Associated 
Chambers of Commerce bridge com­ 
mittee at which a joint committee 
was requested. 
“After we got up to the capítol, X 
went to McCollister and we dis­ 
cussed % committee. McCollister said* 
he had a bill prepared, but that he 
thought it should be Introduced in 
the senate. 
I said that was fine with me, 
send the bill over to my office and 
I’d sponsor it. 
“But the bill didn’t ever show up. 
I asked him again about it and he 
said he had it He didn’t ever get I 
H over to me.

“Finally, as the session neared Its 
close, I decided something ought to 
be done. So I introduced the bill 
providing for the senate committee 
and asking for $3,000 to operate it. 
I got the measure through and ap­ 
proved. 
“But McCollister heard about my 
bill somewhere, I guess, because he 
pushed his bul through the as­ 
sembly the same day. 
“By the time It got to the senate, 
I had made up my mind that the 
senate committee I had planned 
could do the job just as well or bet­ 
ter than the Joint committee. So I 
refused to have my c o m m i t t e e 
shelved. 
“I am not attempting to freeze 
out the assembly. That is not my in­ 
tention. X will keep every interested 
legislator, whether he be in the 
senate or the assembly, fully in­ 
formed of what we discover. I think 
our . committee can do the job 
properly and get the required re­ 
sults. Watch and see.”

Lewis said hit county radio 
department will have full time op­ 
erators on all three ham bands if 
there is an emergency. 
It was pointed out by Lewis and 
by CoL Engelh&rt that air horns 
give a louder noise and make more 
of an impression than do the regu­ 
lar firs sirens. Engelh&rt explained 
that the cost of air horns was 
slight and that they could be con­ 
nected to service station compres­ 
sor tanks. 
County Health Officer Dr. Clar­ 
ies Haylett, 
coordinator for 
the 
health division, said communicable 
disease control and general sanita­ 
tion would be the .most 
serious 
problems in an emergency situation. 
She recommended that mobile 
first aid stations staffed by their 
town teams be staffed and «e&dy 
to be sent to any emergency area. 
Cities and counties are still not 
supposed to stock pile medical sup­ 
plies, Dr. Haylett said, but they can 
expect any necessary medical sup­ 
plies from government agencies. 
Dr. Haylett asked all local com­ 
manders to send her the names of 
their health officers when they are 
appointed. 
At the end of the meeting the 
representatives saw the new movie 
“Pattern For Survival” and recom­ 
mended that the board of super­ 
visors purchase one copy of the 
film, at a cost of $200, for county 
civil defense use.

School Politics?

Question: You implied recently 
that school systems could become 
corrupt. It left a bad taste to my 
mouth. How common is the corrup­ 
tion? 
Answer: I'd guess we have fewer 
shenanigans in the management of 
our schools than to any other gov­ 
ernmental agencies. But I know sev­ 
eral cities where candidates for 
principalships make a private fi­ 
nancial deal with the ward boss be­ 
fore they can expect the promotion. 
Another city buys textbooks which 
csrry the name of the superin­ 
tendent as author, so he gets a cut. 
Another place rigs the calls for bids 
so only one group of contractors 
gets to bid on buildings. The costs 
there are sky-high. 
Without exception these corrupt 
school systems are under boards of 
education appointed by politicians. 
Corruption is rare where school 
boards are elected and can function 
independently. 
THUMBSUCKING 
Question: My f o u r - y e a r - o l d 
daughter sucks her thumb when she 
is tired. It gives me the willies to 
see and her her. What can I do to 
stqp It? 
Answer: At her age I’d advise you 
don’t try. Maybe you could make 
her quit if you put on the pressure, 
but the pressure probably would 
cause even more subsequent trouble. 
Thumbsucking is quite normal at 
four. Just let her enjoy it. 
HIGH SCHOOL FRAT 
Question: In Phoenix I was a 
member of a high school fraternity 
that did none of the off-color 
things you attribute to teen-age 
secret clubs. Our meetings were 
open to parents always. Real lead­ 
ers are developed in high school 


fiats. Say a good word for them, 
won’t you? 
Answer: Several things are good 
about well - led fraternities and 
sororities, even in high school But 
there are several other bad things, 
so serious that they counteract the 
good. All the benefits of high school 
frats can be realized through school- 
sponsored clubs. I’m sorry I can’t 
be as uncritical as you want me to 
be. 
Question: Is it true that schools 
no longer teach the three R’s? Are 
the children in my city, Seattle, 
getting slightly in the tool skills? 
Answer: Cities, and schools with­ 
in them, do vary considerably in 
the skill with which the three R’s 
are taught. Seattle ranks well up 
among the larger cities of the na­ 
tion. The country over, our schools 
average a good level of three R’s 
accomplishment. But in my opinion 
there is still room for improvement 
in even the top cities. 
PROGRESSIVE EDUCATION 
Question: Is there a real basis for 
peoples objecting to the “Progres­ 
sive Education” tendencies in pub­ 
lic schools? 
Answer: Depends on the place you 
are talking about. Some school sys­ 
tems went in for many untested 
changes in teaching methods spon­ 
sored in the thirties by the “Pro­ 
gressive E d u c a t i o n Association.” 
Part of those untested methods 
turned out on the smelly side. 
The way to improve schools is 
through the gradual application of 
scientifically tested and verified 
improved methods of instruction. 
Not through the uninhibited use of 
somebody’s untested bright idea. The 
“Progressive Education” movement 
is quite dead now.

NEW trORK UP) — "Women,” says Edna Williams with complete 
assurance, "Know men better than they know themselves. Any woman 
knows how to keep a man in his place and how to keep him from 
making a fool of himself.” 
Miss Williams, who is 75 and looks 50, was one of America’s first 
traveling saleswomen—in a day when even being a working girt was 
considered Quite daring. 
It was back In 1808 when Miss Williams went to work—for a cocoa 
manufacturing company at $10 a week. The company was undertaking 
a major experiment—sending nice young ladles around to stores, fairs 1 the artist for four encores.

"They dressed us in the costume 
of the company’s trademark,” Miss 
Williams recalled, "and wherever 
we went, the company provided us 
with chaperones.”

"A woman soon learns how to 
flag down that sort of thing,” she 
said. "If she wants to go out with 
men, lt’a easy enough to do It. But 
If she shows from the beginning 
that she’s not interested, the men 
are the first to respect her wishes. 
After living most of her adult 
life out of suitcases in hotel rooms, 
Miss Williams retired in 1837. 
"I’ve never been so busy in my 
life,” she explaimed. "I Joined some 
clubs, and I took some courses and 
I learned to swim.” 
Now she swims a couple of times 
a week — and to ft she attributes 
her fine health and her youthful 
appearance. 
Miss Williams makes her home 
In Detriot with a married sister. 
Recently she wrote to the head­ 
quarters of General Foods, which 
now owns both the cocoa and gela 
tine companies she worked for, of 
ferlng them some of her old cos­ 
tumes. 
She was asked what she 
would like In return. 
All she’d 
like, she explained, was a long ser­ 
vice pin, an award which evolved 
after she had retired from the com­ 
pany. 
Such an award, it seems, was ir­ 
regular but the board of directors 
passed a special regulation pro­ 
viding for the award of a long 
service pin to any retired female 
of the company who was 75 years of 
age — and who swims regularly.

Ntliru Resents Western 
Intervention In Asia 
More Than Communism 


Indian Prime Minister Nehru*! 
speech attacking America’s Asia­ 
tic policy was regarded by many 
observers as a disservice to dem­ 
ocracy's fight against Bolshevism. 
This has brought me inquiries 
as to what is back of this great 
Asiatic leader’s antagonism to the 
ideas of the United States and 
similarly-minded western powers. 
As one of my inquirers put it: 
“What makes Nehru adopt such 
an attitude—what makes him 
tide?” 
Well, that’s not an easy question 
to answer. However, I think wa 
must begin by noting that Nehru 
is a genius (and no mistake about 
that) endowed with a mass of 
complexes and having fixed ideas 
on many subjects. He is a ,hard 
man to change, once his mind 
Is made up. 
Among his most powerful aspir­ 
ations long has been that of purg­ 
ing Asia of western colonialism or, 
as many Asiatics term it, “imper­ 
ialism.” He has held that the 
great colonial powers like Britain, 
Holland and France should clear 
out and leave Asia to the Asia­ 
tics. 
It’s fairly obvious, I should say, 
that this enters heavily Into his 
opposition to America's stand re­ 
garding Red China. He certainly 
gives tht impression of being high­ 
ly resentful of western intervention 
in the Far Eastern affairs. 
There is no sign that Nehru is 
advocating r e c og n i ti on of Red 
China and her admission to toe 
TO because of love of Communism. 
It probably is not that he loves 
Communism toe more teat that he 
Hirf western intervention to Asia

WASHINGTON (JP) - The government i* 
moving into the new, but long delayed, era*. 
General price and wage controls. 
This also 
ushered in more conflicts and bickerings. 
No one is balmy enough to think the price- 
wage freeze will automatically stop the rise in 
living costs, which have been spurting upward. 
If it puts a real brake on them for a while, 
slowing down their rush, it will be doing well. 
But the order freezing prices and wages is juit 
the beginning, 
There*ll be squawks, and plenty of them, 
tome justified, some phony, as individuals and 
groups scream that they are being unfairly hurt 
or squeezed. 
And in the 
ahead—years, if the defense 
program keeps on, as it's likely to do—the gov­ 
ernment's price and wage control agencies will 
have their hands full. 


THEY'LL HAVE TO PASS on thousands 
upon thousands of individual and group cases* 
to make adjustments where a squeeze seems un­ 
fair, or at least too unfair. And where there’s 
an easing of controls, prices or wages inch up a 
bit. 
* 
In addition to all that, there’s bound to be 
chiseling by sharpies who want to make a quick 
buck by booting Up a price here, there, or 
where they can get away with it. 
True, there's a penalty for violating a freeze 
order, but the government still has too small a 
price control staff to enforce a freeze so tightly 
that no one dares try to break through. 
Congress has shouted for this freeze and after 
it comes there’ll probably be a period of decent 
silence. After a while you can expect some of 
the shouts to begin again, but in a slightly dif­ 
ferent direction. 
Next it will be that this control or that one 
is being mishandled, for congressmen have con­ 
stituents who'll build a fire under them to get 
some relief they claim they need. 


IF YOU DOUBT ANY of this, just remember 
how it was in the days of the OPA when the 
conflicts and bickerings never stopped and OPA 
never was able to keep living costs absolutely 
frozen, although it kept them down, 
Already living costs are almost 5 per cent 
higher than they were last June 15, just before 
the Korean war. 
They’ve been climbing steadily ever since. By 
last October they had broken all records, They 
kept right on climbing, and still arc. 
Why then all this delay in imposing price and 
wage controls? For one thing, the White House 
has moved snail-slowly in even setting up enough 
machinery to slap on the controls. 
Even now the machinery is far from complete 
but under the double pressure of rising costs and 
public outcry, the decision was made to go ahead 
and order the freeze, and hope for the best.

Ringworm Inftction 
Can Occur Evan 
In Tha Fingernails 


Like every other part of the 
body, the nails have their afflic­ 
tions and, to addition, they may 
be adversely affected by diseases 
of a general nature. 
One of the most common of the 
disorders of tht nails is ring­ 
worm infection, often accompanied 
by infection of the skin of the 
hands and the feet by the same 
parasite. 
Though ringworm brings about 
destruction of toe nails, it causes 
no pain. If the condition is sus­ 
pected, a definite diagnosis can be 
made by examination, under the 
microscope, of scrapings from the 
nails. 


FORMS OF TREATMENT 
A number of forms of treat­ 
ment for the condition have been 
advised. The preparation known as 
Whitfield’s oi ntment, used in 
double strength after the nails 
have been scraped, may be help­ 
ful. X-ray treatments are also use­ 
ful. The surgical removal of the 
nails has been tried, but this will 
not produce a permanent cure. 
Treatment with preparations of 
silver nitrate has also been suc­ 
cessful. 
Psoriasis is another d i so r de r 
, which may affect the nails as well 
as the skin. In the latter, there 
are scaly patches on toe knees, 


and other parts of the 
elbows, 
body. 
When psoriasis affects the nails, 
the nails separate from the nail 
bed and become loosened, mean­ 
while changing to yellowish-brown. 
They become shortened and may 
eventually be destroyed. 
This is also a difficult disorder 
to treat successfully, though tha 
preparation known as cignolto, 
painted on with a brush, may 
give good results. Salicylate salve* 
also are used. X-ray treatments 
have also been employed to this 
condition with benefit. Treatment 
with arsenic preparations, given 
by injection into a muscle, have 
helped some patient*. 
It Is well recognized that cer­ 
tain disturbances of tha nails may 
be due to a deficiency of vitamin*. 
In these cases there are depressions 
or dent* crosswise on the nail and 
there are lines which run length­ 
wise. In severe cases there may ba 
actual nail destruction. 
The B-complex vitamins seem 
to be the most important ones 
to so far as these nail disorders 
are concerned. When large quan­ 
tities of these vitamins are ad­ 
ministered, improvement promptly 
results.

Indian Prime Minister Nehru’s 
speech attacking America’s Asia­ 
tic policy was regarded by many 
observers as a disservice to dem­ 
ocracy’s fight against Bolshevism. 
This has brought me inquiries 
as to what is back of this great 
Asiatic leader's antagonism to the 
ideas of the United States and 
similarly-minded western powers. 
As one of my inquirers put it: 
“What makes Nehru adopt such 
an attitude—what m a k e s him 
tick?” 
Well, that’s not an easy question 
to answer. However, I think wa 
must begin by noting that Nehru 
is a genius (and no mistake about 
that) endowed with a mass of 
complexes and having fixed ideas 
on many subjects. He is a hard 
man to change, once his mind 
is made up. 
Among his most powerful aspir­ 
ations long has been that of purg­ 
ing Asia of western colonialism or, 
as many Asiatics term it, “imper­ 
ialism.” He has held that the 
great colonial powers like Britain, 
Holland and France should clear 
out and leave Asia to the Asia-

Young Nehru was educated at 
Harrow and Cambridge University 
in England. Then after studying 
law in London he returned to 
India where he soon became im­ 
mersed in Nationalist politics and 
a devout follower of Mahatma 
Gandhi. This brings us up to a 
point which, I believe, must have 
a great bearing on Nehru’s atti­ 
tude towards western policies in 
Asia: 
Nehru’s Nationalist a c t i v i t i e s 


brought him into fierce opposition 
to imperial Britain. He was sent 
to prison several times, spending 
more than 13 years in jail, as the 
result of his efforts to drive Brit­ 
ain out of India. 
His last Internment was during 
the late World War, when he and 
other leaders of the Nationalist 
party were rounded up. He was re­ 
leased in 1945 at war’s end—and 
two years later he became the first 
prime minister of the Dominion of 
India, 
This column doesn’t know what 
feelings Nehru has in his heart for 
the “Mother England” he fought 
so long. B ut.it would indeed be 
strange if those feelings didn’t 
enter into his present attitude to­ 
wards western policies for Asia. 
However, as previously indicated, 
I believe we shall be correct in 
assuming that Nehru is Interested 
in reclaiming Asia for the Asiatics 
rather than in easing the way for 
Bolshevism. If some of his actions 
seem contradictory, why that’s the 
Nehru of many complexities.

With Price Lids

WASHINGTON (ff) - The government is 
moving into the new, but long delayed, era; 
General price and wage controls. 
This also 
ushered in more conflicts and bickerings. 


No one is balmy enough to think the price* 
wage freeze will automatically stop the rise in 
living costs, which have been spurting upward. 


If it puts a real brake on them for a while, 
slowing down their rush, it will be doing well. 
But the order freezing prices and wages is just 
the beginning. 
Therell be squawks, and plenty of them, 
some justified, some phony, as individuals and 
groups scream that they are being unfairly hurt 
or squeezed. 
And in the iqonths ahead—yeariCif the defense 
program keeps on, as it's likely to do—the gov­ 
ernment's price and wage control agencies will 
have their hands lull. 


THEY'LL HAVE TO PASS on thousands 
upon thousands of individual and group cases, 
to make adjustments where a squeeze seems un­ 
fair, or at least too unfair. And where there’s 
an easing of controls, prices or wages Inch up a 
bit.

In addition to all that, there’s bound to be 
chiseling by sharpies who want to make a quick 
buck by booting up a price here, there, or 
where they can get away with it. 
True, there’s a penalty for violating a freeze 
order, but the government still has too small a 
price control staff to enforce a freeze so tightly 
that no one dares try to break through. 


Congress has shouted for this freeze and after 
it comes there’ll probably be a period of decent 
silence. After a while you can expect some of 
the shouts to begin again, but in a slightly dif­ 
ferent direction. 


Next it will be that this control or that one 
is being mishandled, for congressmen have con­ 
stituents who'll build a fire under them to get 
some relief they claim they need. 


IF YOU DOUBT ANY of this, just remember 
how it was in the days of the OPA when the 
conflicts and bickerings never stopped and OPA 
never was able to keep living costs absolutely 
frozen, although it kept them down. 


Already living costs are almost 5 per cent 
higher than they were last June 15, just before 
the Korean war. 
They've been climbing steadily ever since. By 
last October they had broken all records. They 
kept right on climbing, and still are. 
Why then all this delay in imposing price and 
wage controls? For one thing, the White House 
has moved snail-slowly in even setting up enough 
machinery to slap on the controls. 
Even now the machinery is far from complete 
but under the double pressure of riling costs and 
public outcry, the dec idem was made to go ahead 
and order the freest» and hope for the best.

Ringworm Infection 
Can Occur Even 
In The Fingernails 


Like every other part of the 
body, the nails have their afflic­ 
tions and, in addition, they may 
be adversely effected by diseases 
of a general nature. 
One of the most common of the 
disorders of th t nails is ring­ 
worm infection, often accompanied 
by infection of the skin of the 
hands and the feet by the same 
parasite. 
Though ringworm brings about 
destruction of the nails, it causes 
no pain. If the condition is sus­ 
pected, a definite diagnosis can be 
made by examination, under the 
microscope, of scrapings from the 
nails. 


FORMS OF TREATMENT 
A number of forma of treat­ 
ment for the condition have been 
advised. The preparation known as 
Whitfield's o i n t m e n t , used in 
double strength after the nails 
have been scraped, may be help­ 
ful. X-ray treatments are also use­ 
ful, The surgical removal of the 
nails has been tried, but this will 
not produce a permanent cure. 
Treatment with preparations of 
silver nitrate has also been suc­ 
cessful. 
Psoriasis is another d i s o r d e r 
which may affect the nails as well 
as the skin. In the latter, there 
are scaly patches on the knees, 


elbows, and other parts of the 
body. 


When psoriasis affects the nails, 
the nails separate from the nail 
bed and become loosened, mean­ 
while changing to yellowish-brown. 
They become shortened and may 
eventually be destroyed. 


This is also a difficult disofdar 
to treat successfully, though the 
preparation known as cignolin. 
painted on with a brush, may 
give good results. Salicylate salves 
also are used. X-ray treatments 
have also been employed in ♦his 
condition with benefit Treatment 
with arsenic preparations, given 
by injection into a muscle, have 
helped some patients. 
It Is well recognized that cer­ 
tain disturbances of the nails may 
be due to a deficiency of vitamins. 
In these cases there are depressions 
or dents crosswise on the nail and 
there are lines which run length­ 
wise. In severe cases there may ba 
actual nail dastraetlon. 
The B-complex vitamins seem 
to be the most Important ones 
in so far as these nail disorders 
are concerned. When large quan­ 
tities of these vitamins are ad­ 
ministered, improvement promptly 
results.

The Tulare county hatchery was 
seriously damaged during recent 
flood* and the commission decided 
not to spend money to rebuild it 
The commission also voted to re­ 
duce the number of pheasant ship­ 
ping permit tags from five to three. 


The recently proposed develop, 
ment of Sen Joaquin valley grass­ 
land» for 
waterfowl conservation 
generally haa met with public ap­ 
proval. 
The plan embodies an eight-point 
program: 
First—That the San Joaquin val­ 
ley segment of the sta» wide water­ 
fowl management program be car­ 
ried out as soon as possible; 
Two—That Lot Banos sta» wa­ 
terfowl refuge be supplied with 13 
second feet of water as an added 
feature of the Central Valleys pro­ 
ject This wa»r would be a new. 
project and not to corns from Mil­ 
ler lake; 
Throe—That water be made avail­ 
able to enlarge Los Banos refuge to 
57-hundred acres; 
Four—Thst water sources be de­ 
veloped within the Central Valleys 
project to supplement a proposed 
12,000 acre federal waterfowl man­ 
agement area in Merced county ; 
Five—That underground waters in 
grasslands be developed—possibly by 
landowners through a special water 
district—for the conservation of wa­ 
terfowl; 
Six—That in the event the land­ 
owners don’t form such a district by 
July 1153 that the sU » acquire five 
management distric» with wtUr to 
be supplied by the Bureau of Recla­ 
mation; 
Seven—That the cos» of provid­ 
ing aU this water—if necessary—be 
included in a non-reimbursible allo­ 
cation to the Central Valleys pro­ 
ject for purpose of fish and wildlife 
conservation; 
And Eight—That the federal fish 
and wildlife service, the bureau of 
reclamation, and the stat- fish and 
game division jointly support the 
program in view of non-reimbura- 
able additions to the Central Valleys 
project. 


Thursday of this week a sent» 
interim committee on fish and game 
and the fish and game commission 
retched a tentative agreement over 
a proposed new wildlife department. 
Payne said that the agreement 
hinges first on the constitutionality 
of a legislative bill transi*-- ni ad­ 
ministrative powers of the commls- 
mission to the proposed new depart­ 
ment of fish and game. 
But if that bill is 1m l. Payne 
■ays, the senate committee has then 
agreed to rewrite the bill giving the 
commission final veto power over 
any department head the governor 
might appoint. 
Payne says the commission wants 
a “career” man rather than what he 
labels a “political hack” as director. 
Payne says the agreement would 
stop the governor from installing a 
director not suitable » the commis­ 
sion. 
Payne explains that the fish and 
game commission was set up in 1M0 
by a constitutional amendment ap­ 
proved by the voters. He says there 
» some doubt whether the legisla­ 
ture can now take away some of the 
commis*km’s administrative powers. 


Federal duck census men have 
completed a count of wild birds, 
but the figures are a secret.

First—That the San Joaquin val­ 
ley segment of the etate wide water­ 
fowl management program be car­ 
ried out as soon as possible; 
Two—That Los Banos state wa­ 
terfowl refuge be supplied with 13 
second feet of water as an added 
feature of the Central Valleys pro 
je c t 
Thi* water would be a new. 
project end not to come from Mil­ 
ler lake; 
Three—That water be made avail 
able to enlarge Los Banos refuge to 
87-hundred acres; 
Four—That water sources be de 
veloped within the Central Valleys 
project to supplement a proposed 
12,000 acre federal waterfowl man­ 
agement area In Merced county; 
Five—That underground waters in 
grassland! be developed—possibly by 
landowners through a special water 
district—for the conservation of wa 
terfowl; 
Six—That in the event the land­ 
owners don’t form such a district by 
July 1953 that the state acquire five 
management districts with water to 
be supplied by the Bureau of Reels 
nation; 
Seven—That the costs of provid­ 
ing all this water—if neceasary—be 
included in a non-reimburiiblt allo­ 
cation to the Central Valleys pro 
Ject for purpose of fish and wildlife 
conservation;

A 1 per cent retail gales tax in Marin county, levied county- 
wide on the same basis as the present state sales tax, would 
produce $627,000 in one year, California Taxpayers' Association 
estimated today. 
Estimate is based on taxable sales in the county from October 
1, 1949, through September 20. 1950, when they totalled $62,653,000. 
Property tax levy in the county for county general purposes for 
the current fiscal year amounts to $1,405,440 — so that the revenue 
from a 1 per cent sales tax would be equal to 45 per cent of the 
county property tax levy for 1950-51, the association pointed out. 
Throughout California, a 1 per cent retail sales tax levied in 
the counties would bring in $117,397,000 In a year. This would be 
equal to 39 per cent of the $303,781966 property tax levied for county 
purposes for 1950-51. City, school, and other district levies are not 
included. 
Pointing out that California Taxpayers* Association makes no 
recommendation concerning types of taxes, the association said: 
"Proposals have been made for a 1 per cent sales tax in counties. 
"The tax burden on the American people and on the people of 
California Is at a peace-time high. 
"It got to its present size by the addition through the yean 
of a few tents of tax rate here and a per cent or so of tax there. 
"With the need for heavier federal taxes to pay for armament, 
taxpayers should seriously question any new scheme to increase 
taxes for state or local government purposes.

1 PER CENT COUNTY SALES 
TAX WOULD BRING $627,000 


A 1 per cent retail sales tax to Marin county, levied county- 
wide on the same basis as the present state sales tax, would 
produce $627,000 to one year, California Taxpayers’ Association 
estimated today. 
Estimate is based on taxable sales in the county from October 
1, 1949, through September 30, 1950, when they totalled $62,853,000.. 
Property tax levy to the county for county general purposes for 
the current fiscal year amounts to $1,405,440 — so that the revenue 
from a 1 per cent sales tax would be equal to 45 per cent of the 
county property tax levy for 1950-51, the association pointed out. 
Throughout California, a 1 per cent retail sales tax levied In 
the counties would bring to $117,397,000 to a year. This would be 
equal to 39 per cent of the $303,781,966 property tax levied for county 
purposes for 1950-51. City, school, and other district levies are not 
included. 
Pointing out that California Taxpayers* Association makes no 
recommendation concerning types of taxes, the association said: 
"Proposals have been made for a 1 per cent sales tax to counties. 
“The tax burden on the American people and on the people of 
California is at a peace-time high. 
“It got to its present size by the addition through the years 
of a few cents of tax rate here and a per cent or so of tax there.

“With the need for heavier federal taxes to pay for armament, 
taxpayers should seriously question any new scheme to increase 
taxes for state or local government purposes.
